‘BRITAIN’S GREAT PROBLEM 


Overloaded Markets 


Come To Nothing In’ Facts 
—The most Tifticy Pro lem facing the country at the present 


time 1s beyond dispute the problem of unemployment, writes Mr, 


Harold Cox in the “Sunday Times.” 


Tt is a burden for the nation 


and a serious embarrassment for our politicians. The latter, , to 
whatever party they belong, are all profuse in promises of a speedy 
solution.” In practice the promises come to nothing, and’ credit is 
due to Mr. Thomas for the frankness with which since his return 
from Canada he has more or less abandoned his previous optimistic 
outlookg: His journey has taught him fat though Canada may give 
u few more orders to Great Britain, that is not going to selve our 


unemployment problem. 


WASTAGE ON LUXURIES. ' 


The facis themselves are contradic- 
tory and confusing. On the one 
hand we have admittedly a large 
number of- persons who are honestly 
unable to find employment; on the 
other hand, there are remarkable evi- 
dencea of goneral prosperity, especial- 
ly in the South of England. — Prob- 
ably at no previous perlod has so 
much méney beon spent In Great Bri- 
tain as {¥being spent to-day on what 
may bo called” luxurles—motoring, 
theatres, and cinemas, and sport gen- 
‘erally. Simultaneously, as Mr. 

nowden hans very usefully been 
pointing cut, there isa great in- 
crease in the amount of national sav- 
ings. Thus, somehow or another, in 
spite of the great volume of unom- 
ployment, money is avallable both for 
more expenditure and for more sav- 
ing. One obvious explanation is the 
fact that the unemployment {3 more 
or less confined to certain staple in- 
dustries, ond that while these indus. 
tries have declined and are declining, 
there ‘has been a remarkable expan- 
sion of other industrics—such as ar- 
tificial silk, the motor Industry, with 


‘J its chain of service stations, and sev.

Rationalisation - 

The crude political idea of dealing 
with this problem by creating arti. 
ficial jobs, such os the building of 
costly new roads, leads us nowhere. 
At best the remedy is o temporary 
one, and by diverting capital and 
labour from the production of things 
that are commercially needed to, 
fancy schemes that are politically in- 
spired, it may ultimately add to our 
instead of diminishing 
them. "Nor from the paint of view 
of employment is there’ much to be 
hoped from what is known as 
rationalisation of industry, now ad- 
vocated by many of our most pro-~ 
minent ndustrial lendera. = That 
rationallantion would’ Improve 
position in competition with foreign 
countries may be admitted without 
hesitation, but would {t increase the 
demand for Iabour? | Take for ex- 
ample the con! trade. Since the pre~ 
war period there has been a great 
inerease In the output of coal in 
European countries, but there has 


eo | Rot been an equivalent growth in tho 
The result is that, : 


demand for coal. 
not in’England only, but in other 
countries also, more coal is being 
produced than the demand calls for. 

Tho same consideration applies to 
our great cotton industry. Partly as 
the result of changes in fashion fram 
cotton to artificial silk, partly as the 
result of forelgn competition, Lanca- 
shire can ho longer sell anything like 
the same quantity of cotton goods as 
she used to be able to do twenty 
yonrs “ago, British. exports of cotton 
piece-goods are now not much more 
than half what they were before the 
war. Both in the coal industry and 
in the cotton industry active move- 
ments, are now on foot to rationalisa 
these and other staple industries by 
the combination of firms, by the in- 
troduction of improved machinery, 
and by the shutting down of ineffi- 
cient units, But all this clearly 
means that the same output. will bo 
produced with the employment of 
less labour. In other words, unless 
Frationalisation is accompanied by an 
Increased demand for the goods pro- 
duced it must mean a farther reduc-

Thus we come to what seems to 
be the root of the trouble, that 
under modern condition the power of 
production in some of our most im- 
portant industries excecds the world's 
capacity of consumption. And to 
some extent thia is happening all 
over the world, Take even a com. 
modity Ne tea. According to recont 
reports, in spite of the steadily in- 
creasing consumption of tea the pros 
duction now far outruns demand—ox. 
cept for the finer qualities. 

: Key’ to the Solution 

Tn that exception may, perhaps, Iie 
the key to the solution of the PTO 
blem, | If, instead of aiming at an 
over-increasing output of staple 
goods, more of our efforts were 
directed to the production of goods 
of high quality and of attractive 
variety, there would probably be less 
overloading of the market. But 
“goods of high quality can only find 
purchasers among people who can 
afford to pay for . something more 
than the bare neceasaries of life, and 
at present such people represent o 


relatively small proportion of tho 


total population of the world. In 
India ond in China a large part of 
the population {s constantly on the 
verge of starvation, ond even in 
Europe there are still’ millions of 
people whose whole Hyves are spent 
in hard poverty, 

Doubtless such people were aven 
worse off in preemachinery’ days’ than 
they are now, for when human be. 
ings were dependent on . their own 
Manual Inbour they could not pro. 
duce even o tithe of what they would 
have liked to consume, But the 
machine has .given man the power ta 
Produce moro of ‘particalar things 
than anybody wants to consume, and 
the only way of escape scema to [lo 
in diverting industry from mass pro- 
duction to variety ‘and quality Pr 
duetion, , We have to aim, in fact, 
at securing by some means or an- 
other a reduction In the numbers of 
the poverty-stricken classes who only 
buy staple goods and an increase in 
the numbers of people who can boy 
high-class goods. Without — this 
change in the character of the world’s

“Why do I say so confidently thant 
it ‘has become impregnable ?” he 
asked from the very platform where 
Years before the theory had been 
assailed. “Itis beeause of what has 
happened since his death in 1882.

NEGRO CULTURE IN 
“AMERICA 


VOGUE IN THE THEATRES: NOW 
COMING INTO HIS ‘OWN 


_. —_ INTERESTING WORK 
The, other day two of my New 
York friends who had sponsored a 
young negro singer were entertain- 
ed by him one evening in Harlem, 
the negro quarter of tha city, 
writes Harold Butcher In the 
“Daily Herald,” London. I was in- 
cluded In the party, which number 
ed about a dozen, all of whom, save 
three, were black. 
These negroes were’ men 
’ were doing interesting work. 
was an editor, Another was 
Laurence Brown, a musician, who 
has appeared before the King at 
Buckingham Palace. Another was 
a singer. And so on. The conver- 
sation was vivid and alive. There 
were alert minds around that table, 
the minds of men who enjoyed the 
diycugsion of abstract ideas as well 
as the news and events of the day. 
And after dinner our coloured host 
and.his friends gave ua a musical 
evening in a tastefully furnished 
apartment nearby. , 
Dark Background 
But dark *@gainst this pleasant 
background .comes an ogcasional 
story of a lynching. 
Lynched by Tennessee Mob” 
sread in the Press. And yon learn 
of a crowd of 2,000 men storming 
a gaol to seize the negro accused 
of attacking a,white woman, and 
then, hanging him. Again, 
you read of  6,U00 farm- 
ers watching a negro mur- 
derer being burned alive, hay- 
ing anticipated his death by tor- 
ture. There ure dark passages in 
“Rope and Faggot,” Walter White's 
bioyraphy of Judge Lynch. There 
‘are facts that burn in Scott Near- 
ing’s “Black America,” in which he 
presents the negro “not as a 
‘social problem,’ but as an oppress- 
ed race.” : : 
The tragic aspect of the negro’s 
life In the States must not be lost 
sight of. ‘But to-day the emphasis 
must be placed on his progress. In 
New York he stil! has social dis- 
advantages, but~he lives in com- 
fortable flats (when he can afford 
the expensive rents). He wears 
good clothes. He: mingles freely 
Ho 
is, in short, a self-respecting 
citizen. Trues many of the Harlem 
negroes have to stage a dancing 
and “rent party” on a Saturday 
night to raise money to pay the 
"landlord, But the coloured man is 
net the only one who has difficulty 
in paying New York rents, although 
the white man has advantages, . 
’ The past season in the theatre 
has ‘seen a negro vogue. 
Leslie’s Blackbirds revue made an 
enormous hit, Porgy, a Theatre 
Guild production, which London 
saw last summer, had a long run 
here. Harlem helped us to under. 
stand life in New York’s black 
belt, And the negro can always 
claim a deal of credit for tho 
popularity of jazz, which still con- 
tinues, despite sundry signs that 
suggest a slightly waning interest, 
* Negro Progress ~ 
The recent twentleth conference 
of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Coloured People 
brought -together delegates from 
thirty-seven cities in  ninoteen 
States, and called forth messages 
of ‘praise and congratulation from 
such _ men as Sir Gilbert Murray 
and Sinelnir Lewis.

TOO HIGH-HANDED 

The Chinesa Press reports that 
Dr. Hau Wei-tsun, President of the 
Shanghat Provisional Court, has 
asked Mr. Hau Moh, Commissioner 
of Foreign Affairs, to suggest to 
the American Consul-General that 
Mr. H. E. Stevens, Senior Consul's 
Deputy and American Consular 
official at the Court, should be with. 
drawn from the Court at the 
earliest possible time, Mr. Stevens 
is said to have, illegally, and be- 
yond his ‘powers, interfered with 
the Judge in the Andersen, Meyer 
& Co, v. Chen Tse-shuen case. The 
letter addressed to the Commis- 
sloner of 'Foreign Affairs in this 
connection says:— 

Fraudulent Means 

‘“According to the report aub- 
mitted by Judge Chiu Yu, chief 
Judge, of the Criminal Division of 
the Court, Mr. Stevens, Senior Con- 
sul’s Deputy, sat with Judge Chiu 
on December 12 in the case in 
which Andersen, Meyer & Co. sued 
Chen Tse-shuen on a charge of ob- 
taining money by fraudulent 
means, When: the case came up 
for hearing on that day, accused 
was absent and the attorney for 
accused handed in to the Court 4 
telegram from Ningpo saying that 
his client was unable to be present 
on account of illness. The Court 
then ordered the accused to appear 
within one week, or a warrant 
would be issued for his arrest. At 
the same time the Court decided 
to request the ‘Ningpo District 
Court to find out whether or not 
the secused was really ill. 

“At this juncture, Mr. Stevens, 
without thé permission of . the 
Judge with whom he was sitting, 
made certain: remarks and. ordered 
the police'to arrest accused os soon 
as he arrived in Shanghai and not 
to release him without first obtain- 
ing the permission of the American 
Consular Official Mr. Stevens 
further remarked that the instruc: 
tions given by the Judge could nbt 
be enforced without his consent. 
Judge Chiu then declared that all 
cases in Chinese law courts should 
be dealt with in accordance with 
Chinese laws and that the judge has 
the right to direct the proceedings 
without the consent'of Senior Con- 
sul’s Deputy. Mr. Stevens, Judge 
Chiu continued, had, therefore, act- 
ed in an illegal manner when he 
ordered the police-to arrest, and 
detain the accused” without: the 
judge's permission. Judge Chiu 
then ordered the pollce to execute 
the order given by him in accord-

Only two-thirds 
of the latter possess means, Including 
grants, exceeding 15 shillings a week, 
A scheme for the provision of an 
assured minimum income for all un- 
employable blind persons living at 
home or in lodgings is recommended by 
the Advisory -Committes. Local 
authorities are urged to adopt a com- 
prehensive scheme which will provide 
that the means of those living in 
urban arcaa shall be brought up to 25 
shillings weekly, The staniard in+ 
comes of 18 shillings weekly {n rural 
areas and 20 shillings to 25 shillings 
weckly in the more urban country 
Qreas are suggested. The -Com- 
expresaes the opinion that 
the age at which old age pensions arc 
payable to the blind should bo reduced 
from 60 to 40 years.—British Wireless
